A lot of people in Deddington are worried about the state of the excavations at 

the end of the Castle Grounds. The site has not been covered over since the 
archaeological dig finished some weeks ago = and with predictable results. 

The surrounding fence has been trampled down and the exposed stonework is crumb- 
ling with children scrambling over it. There is precious little left of Deddington 
Castle = it must be worth preserving for future generations. . 


Obviously the children should not be there, but they are there and it is a 
dangerous playground. One of the exposed foundation walls has a 4 ft. drop on 
the inside and the pit will soon fill with rainwater. Where children are 
concerned, responsibility cannot be disclaimed and the Department of the Snviron- 
ment must be urged to repair the site and protect he stonework = and before 
there is a nasty accident,

KeGP TH HOME FIRES BURNING 


I suppose being a townie by birth accounts for my over-romantic view of open’ 
fires. We used to have a coal fire when I was a kid, and I would lie on the 
floor day-dreaming and watching the red glowing bits, There was an oven over 

the fire in which Mum cooked the Christmas goose. The sound I liked too, but not 
the coal smell. Now a wood fire ..... that's different. I'm prepared to put 

up with the dust from cleaning the hearth, and the occasional gust of wind blowing 
the smoke back into the house, just for the crackle, the smell, and of course 

the heat. 


Yes of course the heat - but how much heat?. Sadly the fact is that an open log 
fire wastes more than three-quarters of the heat you could get from the wood. 
Worse still, if your house is heated by another method as well, say central 
heating, some of that air you've just warmed. up gets sucked up by the open fire, 
and more money goes up the chimney? 


The way to get at least twice as much heat from wood is to use one of the many 
slow combustion wood stoves now on the market. The cast-iron Scandinavian models, 
like the Jftul, are some of the most popular. They burn the wood slowly and 
completely to a fine ash, and keep an even temperature. ' You can get them rated 
anything from 3 to 12 kilowatts. Some you can cook on, some will heat water, and 
they only need cleaning out once a week or so. A small enclosed stove sufficient 
to heat a well insulated, two-up, two-down house, Would cost around £100 to buy 
and it would use about 23 tons of wood through the cold season. 


That about the cost of the fuel? Well you get half as much heat from wood as 
from coal, weight for weight. But then taking into account the difference in 
price you will be paying only about half as much for your heat if you were to 
burn dry wood. As far as I know, there is no regular fuel wood supplier in 
Deddington, but for instance you can get in touch with 

Mr. Buxey, tel. Upper Heyford 2048 or 

Mr. Turnock of Milcombe, tel. Banbury 720765. 
You'd need to check on the size of logs as most stoves need smaller pieces than 
open fires. Timber yards will often sell off-cuts cheaply, and some land-owners 
will give permission for fallen branches to be cleaned up. 


There's no need to worry about depleting the country's natural wood stocks. At 
present there is plenty around through felling diseased elms, but these of course 
will need replanting. Soft woods can be grown over a period of 20 or 30 years... 
Better still we could return to ‘coppicing', the practice of cropping young 7 
shoots every ten years or so from the stumps of cut-down ash trees. 


Although there is a couple of hundred years' worth of coal left under Britain 
(and there's quite a bit deep down between here and Steeple Aston) there are many 
better things to do with it than just burn it to keep warm at home. As for oil 
and natural gas, well apparently there's a good chance my grandchildren won't 
know what it is like to drive a petrol car. If you are unlucky enough to heat 
your home by electricity remember that too is made by burning coal and oil, and 
very inefficiently at that. 


One=fifth of this country's energy production goes into heating our homes, so 
there are national and global reasons for using renewable wood, as well as 
advantages for the family economy.

CHURCH NEWS 


New Vicar of Deddington: On Sunday 24th September George Palmer was very pleased 
to announce that his successor will be the Rev. Richard Hannah, at prssent rector 
of Shenington with Alkerton. Richard Hannah is well known to some members of 
our church and he had already been appointed Rural Dean to succeed Canon George 
Palmer. The appointment will take effect some time early in the New Year and 

we all look forward to getting to know Richard and Pat Hannah and their family. 
In the meantime Canon Tom South has kindly consented to take over services. 


Harvest Festival: This was George Palmer's last service as Vicar of Deddington, 
and there was, as might be expected, a very good attendance. The Vicar's sons, 
Michael and Rob were there helping with the communion so, together with Nora, 
the whole family were present, as they have been so often during the past 15 
years, The church was most beautifully decorated for this occasion and the 
Conference Corner contained a harvest exhibition contributed by pupils of our 
Church Primary School. 


Our organist, Glyn Davis, played Widor's stirring Toccata.and Fugue at the close 
of the service at the request of Nora and George, and this set the seal on a 
memorable event. 


Church Clock: The north face of the clock is working again after some years of 
inactivity and it is to be hoped that it will continue to do so. The north face 
was added in 1953t celebrate the Coronation, but by 1968 the bearings at the 
clock face were siezing through. lack of oil, and the additional load stopped the 
clock. Various attempts were made to force oil along the 8 feet of shafting from 
inside the tower but to no avail and eventually this face had to be disconnected. 
After some time the Vicar complained that he was tired of seeing that face showing 
twenty past four, so it was altered to ten to six, where it has been ever since! 


After some years in this static position the shafts became rusted together and 
immoveable = hence the need for the scaffold. Much heat and force finally 
separated the shafts, when they had been removed to the workshop, and the smaller 
one driving the minute hand was found deeply pitted with rust. The last fifteen 
inches nearest the hand has now been replaced with stainless steel and oilways 
eut in the bronze bush to assist lubrication. This $ inch diameter minute hand 
shaft runs in two bearings at the extreme ends and it was found that the centre 
of the eight feet length was sagging and touching the hour hand 14 inch diameter 
tube through which it passes. This caused.friction where it touched and spoilt 
the alignment of the bearings. A small steady bearing has been added in the 
centre to overcome the problem. 


Our grateful thanks to all those who gave to the fund that paid for the scaffold 
to enable the job to be done.

Castle Grounds Play “quipment: The Play Equipment manufacturers, Wicksteeds, 
making their aunual inspection and report, have recommended that new swing seats 
and Ocean Wave footboards are needed. In the past Wicksteeds have given con= 
flicting reporss on the condition of the equipment, so Councillors agreed to look 
for themselves: and report to the next meeting what action they feel is necessary. 
It was agreed that the ground around-the Ocean Wave does need attention, and 

this will either be built up again with earth, or less likely tarmac, 


Windmill Hall: A letter was read out from Chris Isaac, suggesting that the 
Parish Council should explore what grants! might be available to improve facil= 
ities at ‘the Windmill Hall (from such bodies as the Department of Education and 
Science, Cherwell District Council and the Jubilee Youth Fund). When the County 
Council presents. its leasing or purchasing offer, it would be useful to have a 
balanced pictuye to put before the village, he said. Certainly improvements are 
needed and the village will need to find some of the money by fund-raising efforts, 
but Mr. Isaac welt that villagers would take more pride in something they had 
contributed to themselves. The suggestions are his own, Mr. Isaac stressed, and 
not necessaril; those of the Hall Management Committee. 


The Clerk, Mr. Foreman, said his own enquiries at Bodicote had shown that 75% of 
the cost of their new hall had been met by grants, providing it was called a 
Community Cente and not a village hall. Norman Drake said he thought Mr. Isaac's 
letter was wel! meaning but misguided and he was trying to rush things before 

the County Courcil's terms were known. The closing date for 1979 applications 

has already passed, but it was agreed that the Clerk should investigate what 
grants might be available in:1980 and meanwhile await the county Council 's offer 
which is believed:to be imminent. 


os Option « of a New Councillor: Before the voting started, Nosnian Drake said. he 
“felt it was “rerrettable tt that there was no election and Councillors had to vote 
for personalit:os since none of the five applicants had stood for office before. 
He reminded Councillors of their right to opt for a paper vote instead of a show 
of hands. His proposal was carried. The result was a 5-5 tie between Chris 
Isaac and Monty Spencer and it fell to Donald ‘!elford to use his casting vote as 
Chairman. Mr. isaac has done a lot for Deddington, Mr. Welford said, but Mr. 
Spencer was bora here and has his heart in the village. He voted in Mr. Spencer 
and invited him to sign and take his’ seat in the Council.
